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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -* 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

-Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Grinstaff et al. (US 5,508,021) 

Grinstaff teaches a method of magnetic resonance imaging of blood oxygenation 
level (Column 9, lines 12-27), comprising injecting a blood-pool contrast agents, 
(understood to be paramagnetic, super-paramagnetic, and ferromagnetic agents with 
some kind of polymeric shell that make it favorable for distinguishing arteries and veins) 
and detecting the magnetic resonance signal in the vasculature, and measuring the 
partial pressure of oxygen depicted in an image. (Column 16, lines 24-40) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

-Claims 7 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Grinstaff et al. (US 5,508,021) as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Wang 

(XP-0021 25856) 
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Grinstaff meets all the claims except that if fails to teach producing an enhanced 
image distinguishing the venous and arterial images. Wang teaches an MR 
angiography method that distinguishes veins from artery using a masking method. It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to adapt Wang's teachings to Grinstaff s device such that one may 
distinguish veins from the artery in an angiographic image. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 2, 3, 5, and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

-Leunbach et al. (US 6,256,527 B1) teaches a method of determining oxygen 
concentration using magnetic resonance imaging, comprising the use of radical contrast 
agents. 

-Swartz et al. (US 5,494,030) teaches a method of determining oxygen level in 
biological systems, comprising the use of a paramagnetic, carbon-based contrast agent.
